Boy, 15, says he was jailed 


DEAN, Jeruselem Post Reporter 
VOT. — Judge Eli Sharon recentiy called upon 
the civilian and military authorities to investigate 2 
“story so strange that it is almost impossible to be- 
Heve, even though its essential points are apparently 
true.” 

The story, contained in juvenHle criminal file No. 
161/70, concerns a 15-year-old boy who was sentenced 
to 10 months im a military prison for desertion, over 
his protests that it was a case of mistaken identity, 
and that he had never been in the forces. 

The case started last year, when the boy,' whose 
name is being withheld since he ig 8 minor, was 
charged with breaking into a synagogue and stealing 
TL30. When ‘his case came up in court, he failed to 
appear. When the court ordered him to be brought to 
court under guard, the police returned to report that 
the boy had disappeared some time before. Another 
date was set for the trial, and this time the boy was 
brought to court, according to count officials, by a 

policeman. : 

The boy told the court that three months earlier he 
met a friend of his, a soldier who had gone absent 
without leave. The boy asked the soldier to give him 
his army identification discs. The soldier did so, and 
the boy began to wear them. 

One day, the boy was picked up by the civitan 
police for acting suspiciously; since he was wearing 
the army discs, the civiHan police turned him over 
to the military police. . 

The boy tried to explain that it was a case of 
mixed identity. But (he told the Rehovot court) he 
had no documents to prove who he was “and when 
I tried to tell the military authorities, I was kicked 


as deserter from the army 


“too afraid” to do other than ‘just stutter.” He was 
sentenced to 10 months in military prison, and he 
was also given a suspended sentence of one more 


year. 

At “military prison No. four’, he says 
he was thrown into solitary confinement and 
not allowed to contact his family or friends. After 
he was there some time, the soldier who had ient 
him the discs was also picked up. He was also sen- 
tenced to prison for desertion, and also sent to 
“military prison No. four.” The two were seperated 
by only a few cells. Both had the same name and 
the same army serial number. : 

“They called me Little ΕΗ. (H. was the first letter 
of the soldier's family name), they called him ‘fool- 
ish TL’,” the boy told the Rehovot court. 

Eventually, the boy was allowed to write a letter 
to a friend who informed his parents where he 
was. When his trial came up for breaking into 
the synagogue, he was sent to the civilian court. 

Judge Sharon stated: “The strangest thing iy 
that the jailers knew that they had two prisoners 
with the same name and same army serial number.” 

He went on: “I don’t know where the mistake was 
in this case, but it is a cause for grave concern 
that the posalbility exists that a 15-year-old boy 
can be detained and jailed in place of a soldier who 
has deserted, and that no one took the paius to 
check his claim and make sure of his real identity.” 

Since the boy needed to be placed under super- 
vision to prevent his further deterioration (into 
a life of crime), the judge ordered him sent to the 
Mitzpeh Yam juvenile detention home. 

Copies of the judge’s detention onder, which con- 
tains the entire story, were sent to the Judge-Advo- 
cate-General, the State Attorney, and the Inspector-

Shemtov and physicians 
describe harm caused 
by X-ray men’s strike 


Jerusalem Post Economic Reporter 

With the striking X-ray techni- 
clans ‘inally having agreed last 
week to enter high-level negotia- 
tions in en effort to solve their 
prolonged tabour dispute, Health 
Minister Victor Shemtov took the 
step yesterday of calling a press 
conference to denounce the strike 
and describe the suffering which 
it is imposing on patients through- 
out the country. 

Mr. Shemtov, who stated that 
he did not clearly know just what 
the strikers were demanding, said 
that this was the longest labour 
dispute in the history of the State, 

wing gone on since November, 
1969. “As far as T can understand, 
what they want is half a pound 
more than the nurses got,” the 
Minister said, and declared that 
the strike must stop. However, he 
did not offer any formula for stop- 
ping the strike, but added that 
he had heard that the technicians 
had agreed to a Histadrut pro- 
posal to hold discussions. He was 
hot sure when the negotiations 
were due to start, but he thought 
it would be sometime next week, 
he said in reply to reporters’ ques- 
tions. 

To reinforce hig statements that 
the technicians’ sanctions, of work- 
ing an hour less per day and a day 
less per week sincé the beginning of 
the year, was causing hardship in 
hospitals, Mr. Shemtov brought five 
medical men along to the meeting. 

The first to speak was Professor 
Fritz Dreifus, of Ichilov, who de- 
scribed the medical dangers inherent 
in a delay in diagnosis for seriously 
iH patients. Next was Dr. Ὑ. Agmon, 
head of the Intermal Department at 
BeHnson Hospital, who said that tf 
the sanctions continue the hospital 


will not be able to accept any but 
the most critical cages. 

‘Before the sanctions were imposed, 
200 patients were handled daily, and 
now only 120 can be X-rayed each 
dey. This means that it takes 30 
per cent ionger for a hospitalized 
patient’s turn for X-ray to come up, 
while the waiting period for an out- 
patient's turn for X-ray to come up, 
15 now anything from a month to 
three months, he explained. 

Dr. A. Rosenberger, head of the 
X-ray institute at Haifa’s Rambam 
Hospital, pointed out that not only 
is the dispute causing difficulties at 
present, but, even after the strike 
is settled, the bad relations which 
have developed will hamper the 
development of the service. 

Professor F. Dalit, who heads 
the X-ray institute at Tel Hashomer 
Hospital, said that the strike is 
also causing economic damage due 
to the prolongation of the time that 
patients have to spend in hospitals. 
He also noted that the people who 
were suffering the most are the poor. 
The wealthier patients are able to 
have their X-rays done at private 
institutes, but the poor cannot af- 
ford this. 

At this point Mr. Shemtov inter- 
jected that he had heard that some 
of the technicians were working in 
these private institutes in the af- 
terncons, and he deplored the fact 
that a technician could be treating 
for a fee in the afternoon a pa- 
tlent who he did not X-ray in the 
morning because of the sanctions. 

Asked’ whether he would con- 
sider asking for ‘“Back-to-work” 
orders against the technicians, Mr. 
Shemtov said that he was against 
such methods, and thet anyway 
you cannot force a man to work 
even if you get him to the work 
place.
